Mexican police action against Bi-TC ETA makes the problem very 
much more difficult because it serves to make E3TCHTA regard 
himself as almost in a fugitive status, while at the same 
time the police action does not result in the obtaining of 
information of value concerning ENCHTA and the Mexican 
Communist Party, The police action consists of a harassing 
effort involving arrest, detention for a few hours, and then 
release. This action does not result from any genuine 
Mexican Government anti-Communist policy, but thus far appears 
to be the personal operation of the Chief of the Metropolitan 
Police, General MIGUEL M0LIITAR, This and similar Mexican 
police action which takes place from time to time is aimed 
against "agitators'* rather than subversives in a broader sense.

The conference at EL Paso on June 2 and 3, 1955* brought 
forth discussion, primarily from San Diego representatives, 
that they were experiencing some delays in getting potential 
security informants cleared through the various channels. They 
indicated that the longest holdup was clearance from the Bureau 
to make the initial contact. It was pointed out to the conference 
that of necessity, when the Bureau received a request for PSI 
contact clearance, one of the first steps was to request Mexico 
City to check its records and make appropriate inquiry, where 
necessary, on the person in question; that due to communications 
facilities and checking at Mexico City, some time was consumed. 




Legal Attache Speakes pointed out that the results of the 
checks in Mexico are largely negative and that where they have 
found something, it does not necessarily touch upon a matter 
which would influence the Bureau's decision in giving clearance 
or withholding it. Considering all factors, it was believed 
that the -Bureau should make a determination from the data supplied 
by the field, together with information in the Bureau's records, 
and that although we should, of course, continue the Mexico City 
check, the Bureau should give a decision to the field re contact 
without waiting for a reply from Mexico City, Should Mexico City 
then come up with some derogatory data, it can be given to the 
field with new instructions if necessary, even though the initial

Naturalisation Service (INS). 

On 9/?/55 the Director saw SA J. J. Creeden, Jr., who is s/LjGfhf 
assigned to the American Consul in Monterrey, Mexico, at which time * 

Creeden suggested that the problem of border-crossing privileges for 
informants might be met by having the American Consuls in Mexico issue 
the necessary papers provided, of course, this arrangement was kept to 
a minimum and hot abits&d by the Bureau. The Director asked Creeden to 
submit a memorandum setting forth his suggestions and ideas so that ; the 
matter could be given further study. 

The attached memorandum has now been received from SA Creeden 
in which he advises that the general requirements for border-crossing 
cards to be issued at American Consulates are that the subject be an 
admissible alien and that he has established residence within the consular 
area. He must also show cause for periodical visits to the United States 
'for business reasons., The Consulate at Monterrey is presently issuing as 
many border-crossing cards as possible., thereby alleviating the heavy 
visitor’s visa traffic. Creeden believes that in some extenuating cases, 
if the informant were'.to establish a temporary residence in a particjul'dr 
consular area, a valid border-crossing card could be obtained through., 
the Consulate without difficulties. The issuance,of border-crossing * 
cards by Consulates is%more lenient than by the INS. Creeden therefore 
believes that the possibility of obtaining these border-crossing cards 
should be- studied more thoroughly and possibly an agreement or * understanding 
can be reached whereby these cards can be issued. He also believes cards

can be obtained legally for an informant if there are no stop cards in 
the Consulate which would prevent the routine issuance of a card and the 
Consulate will not know the identity of the individual/*or the purpose of 
his trip to the United States, Creeden points out that these cards are 
valid for 6 years but must be renewed every 2 years, A card permits the 
holder to enter the United States at any point along the border for a 
period not exceeding 72 hours,

COMMENTS: 


This matter has been discussed with Supervisor C, L, Green 
on the Criminal Informant Desk since it pertains to criminal informants 
as well as security informants, Mr, Green is of the opinion that each 
case wherein an informant needs border-crossing privileges should be 
fudged on its own merits, at which time the best means of obtaining a 
border-crossing card for that particular informant could be determined. 

In view of the hostility of General Swing of INS, it has 
become necessary to work out some arrangement so that border-crossing 
cards can be obtained for informants from the American Consulates, 
although it will have to be handled on an individual case basis, rather 
than on a day-to-day basis as it has been done in the past, Creeden 
may be able to obtain border-crossing cards for certain informants. 

Those cards, however, would be issued in Monterrey only if the informant 
had lived in that consular area. This, of course, would not apply to 
most of our border informants who live in the immediate border area 
covered by the Consulates at Matamoros, Nuevo Laredo, Juarez, Nogales, 
Mexicali, and Piedres Negras, over which Monterrey has no Jurisdiction, 

In addition, an informant who normally lives in the border area might 
become conspicuous if he had a border-crossing card from a Consulate 
hot covering the place in which he normally resides, even though he 
might have established a temporary residence in the Monterrey area to 
obtain the card. Consular border-crossing cards can normally be obtained 
if there is no derogatory information available in the Consulate files • 
Most of our informants, of course, have security records and it may be 
necessary, therefore, in certain cases to reveal our interests in the 
informant to the appropriate consular official in order to obtain the 
card. In this connection a possibility exists that although the card 
is issued by a Consulate, INS could take the card up or refuse to honor 
it if they connected the bearer of the card with derogatory information 
appearing in INS filesThat problem, however, will have to be met as 
each occasion arises. 







Memorandum for Mr, Boardman 


While in some instances we might be able to utilise border¬ 
crossing cards from Monterrey, from the information available at present 
it would appear that such cards would not be feasible in other instances 
because Monterrey is distant from the border area where the informants 
reside. Two further possibilities exist, however: (l) Creeden might 
be able, through his consular contacts, to obtain border-crossing cards 
from the border Consulates, and (2) the border offices might be able to 
make arrangements with the border Consulates on a highly confidential 
basis to issue border-crossing cards when needed. This latter situation 
is not particularly desirable since it would require revealing to another 
Government agency (in this case the State Department) that we are 
interested in the particular individual, It might be necessary, however, 
in certain instances to utilize this system and it is believed that we 
should explore it further. 


RECOMMENDATION: 


(l) It is recommended that the attached letter be sent to the 
border offices requesting them to furnish their comments regarding the 
feasibility of their obtaining border-crossing cards from the border 
Consulates on a confidential basis, A copy of that letter is being sent 
to the Legal Attache for his comments regarding the feasibility of 
obtaining visas through the Resident Agents handling leads in the 
northern part of Mexico (j, J, Creeden in the eastertfpart and M,M, Rink 
on the west coast).

It appears that if ICONS has no information of an 
excludable nature about a particular informant the informant can 
obtain a border crossing card without mediation on the part of the 
Bureau. If on the other hand, I&NS files do contain such infor¬ 
mation and if the informant were to obtain a border crossing card 
from an American Consulate, the files of If IN would be checked at 
the time the informant presented the card for entry into the U. S„ 
for the first tine. At this time I&N3 will discover the information 
in its files and will pick up the border crossing card and the 
informant-ill be in the same position as he was in previously, 

A practice, therefore, of mediating on behalf of the informant with 
a Consulate because I&NS files contain derogatory information would 
not solve the basic problem. To obtain a visa or border crossing 
card ffou a Consulate, however, might beausefztl tactic in those 
exceptional cases where admission of the informant is sought at a 
place other than where l&NS has■a record of the informant. This

It may be noted that border-crossing cards, are 
also issued in this Embassy in Mexico City but they do nOt 
have the popularity here that they do along the border because 
this issuing consulate is so far inland. This office has 
excellent official and personal relations with the Visa Section 
of this Embassy and can anticipate and expect cooperation 
should in the future we feel it appropriate to make any such 
approaches. 

It Is noted that the Bureau is requesting SA 
JOHN j. CREEDEN, JR., for comments et the Seat of Government 
and, accordingly^, instant communication is not Intended to 
be inclusive of any thoughts on the matter which SA CREEDEN 
may have. It is noted that due to SA CRESDEN f s assignment 
and the importance of the Monterrey Consulate as a visa¬ 
issuing consulate, SA CREEDEN will have had more practical 
experience with this matter than most other Agents assigned 
in Mexico, 

Sufficient copies of instant letter are being 
forwarded in the event the Bureau desires to ftarnish same to 
border Offices in the United States. It may be noted that 
Mr. LOUIS MASON DRTJRY, who has the title of First Secretary 
and Consul, has, while assigned at the Department of State in 
Washington, been a very friendly and cooperative contact of 
the Bureau.

DETAILS: 


The following is a summary of the developments in 
the establishment of coverage by the border offices during the 
three months since the June, 1955,, conference■. The summary is 
based on the monthly progress reports submitted by each border 
office for August, 1955, A map. of the area is attached, 

SAN DIEGO 

The best progress in this program continues to be 
made by San Diego, That office covers, the area of the border 
where Communist and Soviet intelligence activity is greatest • 
Although there are only 80 members of the Communist Party of 
Mexico and an estimated 163 sympathisers in the 5 communities 
in the area, the region, is vitally important due to the 
organised activity of the. Communist Party of Mexico and the 
fact that Dr., Julio Prado Valdes, who is apparently a key 
Soviet intelligence contact,, resides in that area, 

A comparison of the coverage maintained by San Diego 
at the time of the June conference and how shows the following:

Although the proportion of 11 informants to 80 Communist Party' 
members (l informant per 7.8 Party members) is high, San D&lgo has not 
overdeveloped from an informant standpoint due to the need' for 
concentrated coverage of Prado Valdes and his Soviet intelligence activiiiess 
as well as the general activities of the Communist Party in the area. 

On the contrary, constant pressure being exerted to extend San Diego 1 s 
informant coverage. At the present time there are allegations that 
the Communists may start a recruiting drive in Baja California in the 
near future. With this in mind, San Diego is attempting to set up as 
many Potential Security Informants as possible and place them in a position 
to be recruited into the Communist Party. 
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PHOENIX 


The area covered by Phoenix is largely barren or mountainous 
territory with 4 medium-sized and 3 small-sized communities* There is 
no Communist Party organization in th,e area although there are 
individual Communists and a Popular Party organization*

Phoenix has established basic coverage through which inquiries 
can be handled and investigations conducted relative to security subjects, 
Investigations are now underway onithe various subjects who have been 
indicated in the past as being Communists or leaders of the Popular 
Party, Phoenix is reviewing those investigations to select the subjects 
who might be most willing and able to serve as security informants, 
after which arrangements will be made for approaches to those indivi¬ 
duals, Phoenix is being instructed to expedite those investigations 
and not to delay the selection of individuals to be considered as 
Potential Security Informants until all of the investigations are 
completed but rather to give consideration to each subject as his or 
her investigation is completed in order to determine whether or not 
that subject might be suitable and amenable to an approach, 

ALBU£UER£UE 


This office covers approximately 200 miles of border area 
which is largely desert end which contains only two population centers, 
El BerrendOj d Mexican customs checking point populated only by the 
customs officers and their families-; and Las Palomas, population from 
ISO to 200, There are no Communists or Popular Party members in these 
two settlements. In addition, the Albuquerque office is endeavoring 
to establish coverage in the agricultural colonies south of the 25-mile

El Paso is under instructions to 
develop additional sources in Juarez to cover the Chindse and Spanish 
refugee colonies in that area. 

SAN ANTONIO 

San Antonio covers about 800 piles of border area of 
the States of Coahuila, Tamaulipas, and ten miles of the Nuevo Leon 
area. The territgry naturally divides into 3 districts: The Coahuila 
border; the area around Nuevo Laredo including 10 miles of the Nuevo 
Leon border district; and the Reynosa-Valle Hermosa-Matcmorgs area. 

There is no Communist Party organization, as such, in the Coahuila 
area and conflicting reports have been received concerning the actual 
existence of an organized Communist group in Nuevo Laredo. The 
Reynosa~Valle Hermosa-Matamoros area was formerly the principal 
center of Communist activity in the San Antonio district. Party 
organization in that area, however, was disrupted in 1954, when the 
Communists were held responsible for some riots and 11 Communist 
Party members were arrested. At least one Communist Party leader 
disappeared and it was rumored that he had been killed by the 
Commanding General * The General has claimed to our Agents that he 
did not kill this individual but sent him to a prison. The General, 
however, took advantage of the subject's rumored death 'and reportedly 
passed out the word that he had a list of the Communist leaders in the 
border area and if further trouble occurred those individuals might 
also disappear mysteriously. These repressive measures have disorganized 
the Party in that area for the time being and there is no effective 
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leadership • Bionicio Encina, the Secretary General of the Mexican 
Communist Party, reportedly stated in the recent past that the Party 
will not be reorganised in Northern Tamaulipas until the '['persecution" 
by the FBI and the Mexican police dies down • He indicated that when 
the Party is eventually reorganised there, it will be on a quality, 
not, quantity, basis •

Coverage 
is maintained through: 1 Security Informant, who is closely associated 
with the principal Communist figures; 6 Potential Security Informants, 
(including the 2 Commanding Generals in the area, -and a criminal 
informant, all of whom are in a position to conduct investigations 
for the San Antonio Office.) 

Although San Antonio ha3 developed one additional Security 
Informant and 12 Potential Security Informants more than they had on 
dune 1, 1955; their coverage is, still unsatisfactory. Most of the 
Potential Security Informants are of the readily available type who 
should have been developed before. This situation has been brought 
forcefully to the attention of the SAG and.'he is under instructions 
to submit his comments regarding the ability of the Agents assigned 
to this program to develop informants. In connection with his August 
progress report; the SAC has been instructed to submit the results 
of the analysis he claims has been in progress since July of the various 
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Mexican Communists who might be possible informant material. Upon 
receipt of that information it will be reviewed and if the data and 
facts submitted do not justify the lack of progress , recommendations 
will be submitted for appropriate administrative action.

Jack Steele told me that he is now on the trail of 
the Cuban situation and it looks to him like General Swing took 
it upon himself on a misguided way seeking to follow out what he 
thought was the President’s desire of relaxing visas and put into 
effect the plan to abolish the Visa Office of the State Department 
in Cuba and set up instead an Immigration and Naturalization Service 
(INS) Office to issue visitors' passes and to screen visitors. He has 
now firmly tied down that INS made a proposal to the State Department 
to negotiate a treaty to abolish the visa set-up in Cuba; that a tentative 
agreement had been reached but was not to go into effect until about 
January 1. 


Steele further states that he had learned Senator Kilgore 
has written a letter to the State Department about INS requesting there 
be a delay in the new proposal to permit the Senate committee to make 
a study of it* 


Steele further told me he has further been informed that 
INS made the same approach to Mexico about relaxing on visitors and 
the Mexicans are not interested and took the position they would wait 
and see what Cuba does and see what their experience is and INS should 
then come back and discuss it at a later date.

Jack further stated he understands the whole thing started 
when the President got into a diplomatic box in Geneva on the fingerprinting 
of aliens. Upon his return, he was most irritated and instructed that the 
Government see what could be done to let down the barriers to travelers. 

Steele has been trying to get some statement from INS and 
is being ignored. He is checking on General Swing's whereabouts on 
November 14 and was going to tell INS that he was going to run the story 
and if INS wanted to have its side of the stoiy carried, fine; if not,, they 
could deny it. Jack was pretty much irritated and is going to try one last 
time at INS and is also going to check with the Department. I told Jack 
I suspected his checking around may have put a damper on some of these 
matters.
